This is the first in a series 
of such warnings'. Any player who believes he has been ripped off in this 
fashion by a Game,smaster or publisher should- write to GRAUSTARK. I will 
inquire of the alleged defaulter what is : going on, and will let players 
know about the: situation. - -

1. Larry Peery claims that he is now running The, Diplomacy Associa- 
tion, and is trying to collect, membership dues in it. The fact of .the 
matter is that he has. no connection with TDA leadership. He was once pro- 
pos^d* for a place on the Board of Directors,, but rejected by a 3~3 "vote. 
In view of his attacks pn TDA in Veritas Vine it this re jec tion proved to 
have been the right idea.. Anyone who sends or. loans Peery money should do 
so with the expectation of never seeing it, or: any service rendered for it* 
John Beshara and Richard Miiler have learned this the hard way ; : : ; : ribt only- 
has P t eery refused to, refund .them,, game entry f ee,s, but he has bragged' ab£>ut 
it- in his publications. 

2. Rev. Gary] Jones., who collected game fees on the promise - that he 
would publish a Diplomacy 'sine called . Dipjogrok , has apparently disap-? - 
peared. He does not answer letters sent to any of his several' recent ad- 
dresses, and John Beshara reports that, he has been asked about . Jones ^ pre- 
sent whereabouts by creditors in Tennessee who are trying to ldcaite him., 

3» When Jones' defalcation was, mentioned in .the last GRAUSTARK, 

Chuck Vest wrote in a similar complaint about another Gamesmaster. - "Jeff 
Key has defaulted a large group of players, " he writes. "I sent; him a 
five buck game fe.e a year ago and the country assignments were never even 
made', much less the game started; He has ignored all my letters and I 
must assume the money is permanently gone." Jeff Key was offered a chance 
to respond, to this accusation but failed- to do t so. 

Accordingly, with this issue, GRAUSTARK: suspends trade relations with 
the publications of Pe'ory, Jones, and Key, except for future issues in 
which their names arc mentioned. ■

Alfons Ignobel - II 

The international prestige and national amour-propre of France seemed 
to need bolstering all through Ignobel ? s 99-year lifetime* And* for a 
"sufficient" financial consideration, Ignobel always rallied round with 
his ingenious and elaborate "Indo-China" hoax? whereby French victories 
from a non-existent Asian lard were always invented to compensate for 
French defeats on battlefields, stock exchanges, or the League of Nations* 

However* after Ignobel *s retirement in 19^5 at the age of 87, new 
problems developed* The "Indo -China" hoax was handled by his son Aloys, 
who was only 19 when he assumed this position but whose mind was sharpened 
by his education under his father and by his natural inheritance , from his 
mother, Mata Hari. "The lad is noteworthy f or ,his age," remarked Presi- 
dent Poincare, "but after his father's genius the son is merely competent 
and undramatic c " One wonders what the President would have said, had he 
lived to see Aloys Igrobel at work in the 1960's. 

However, by the 1930 s s things had worsened dramatically. The inter- 
national economic collapse and tho rise" of Fascism again put France, in, a 
serious bind* and this time Ignobel s s imaginary "Indo-China" seemed to be 
.no help. In 1935* a message reached the elder Ignobel, then. in retirement 
In the Kingdom of Pundschdruk. This spot in his native Balkan Massif was 
more forced upon than chosen by Ignobeln His currency manipulations after 
World War I had rendered him p ersona non grata in almost every nation on 
earth, but Pundschdruk has never developed a currency or coinage of its 
own, preferring to use those of its neighbors. 

In haste, Ignobel took a TWA (Tin Wing Airlines, a Wogastisburg- firm 
which claims priority of the use of these initials, having been founded in 
1879) plane to Pafisc After the-usual crash landing, this time just out- 
side Ljubljana, he completed the journey via the 'Orient Express* In .Paris 
he hastened to the office of the Under-Minister for Colonial Public .Rela- 
tions (Asia), who that week was Jacques Unsongout of the National Popular 
Christian Socialist Reactionary Centrist Party. 

The Undor-Minister went directly to the point, following only a 12- 
course dinner, a visit to the Folies Bergeres, and a night at a discreetly 
shuttered establishment on the Avenue Kleber* "M. le Baron*. " he said, "we 
are in a desperate situation* The franc is falling, thanks to those mis- 
erable Americans. If they can find an opportunity to destroy the interna- 
tional financial pattern by their own. selfish actions, 1 they will take it.- 
At the London 'conference in 1933 M but the Boches are. worse. This M. Hit- 
ler, Instead of imprisoning the Bolcheviques .and Jews like a reasonable 
man* is trying to create his own colonial empire. For this, of itself, we 
would have no objections* But he is not carving colonies in Africa or . 
Asia^» he wants to make them here in Europeo And that, M. le Baron, . Is not 
within the rules of the game." 

"I see, 11 Ignobel repliede "French triumphs in 'my little invented po- 
lony will mean nothing if France is herself a. colony. But, M. le Sous- 
Ministre, the answer is simplicity Itself. Do. you need money to fight the 
Germans? Then sell my hoax*" 

"How do we sell a hoax? When our* victim discovers he has been-" . 

"No - you sell the hoax as a hoax * Other nations also need support, 
for their prestige. Les Allemandes . . 

Negotiations to sell the hoax to Germany were tentatively opened, but 
fell through when Hitler discovered that Ignobel 's :great»grandf ather on 
his mother's side had been Chief Rabbi of Chelm. The French government 
then shelved the plan, although Ignobel; is said to have remarked, "Eventu- 
ally* mes amis , you will have to sell this to the Americans. They're the , 
only one with any money. 1 '* 

In 193? Alfons Ignobel died under mysterious circumstances, which will 
be further discussed in the 3rd and last article of this series. His will* 
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probated in Zurich, endowed with his immense fortune the prizes which bear 
his name* 

It was then that Aloys Ignobel made his first original contribution 
to his father's famous fabrication, one which showed that his genius was 
not inferior to that of the author of the "Tndo-China" hoax. As a boy he 
had been extremely fond of the M Fu Manchu" stories of Sax Rohmer, and now 
he invented a sinister, intelligent, thin, bearded Oriental to serve as a 
menace to French possession of 'Tndo-China", and to western civilization 
generally. This person he named "Ho Chi Minh", invented a biography for 
him, and ''put at the head of an alleged anti-colonial movement in this fic- 
titious colony. The fact that no one had heard of this "Ho" prior to his 
invention Ignobel explained by saying that the man had used a number of 
previous names* 

In 1940 France fell to the Germans, and Ignobel made sure that forged 
pedigrees showing Jewish ancestry were made for anyone who might betray 
his hoax to the Germans; He then obtained a position in the Vichy govern- 
ment, announced that "Indo-Chma" had been overrun by the Japanese, and 
bided his time. 

After the war, French prestige was again in need of help, and again 
an Ignobel came to France's aid. Such Frenchmen as could not adjust to 
civilian life were enlisted into the Foreign Legion and sent to Corsica, 
where they were told they were In Indo-China, fighting the sinister forces 
of Ho Chi Minh* Those who failed to realize the deception were given 
"rear-area" billets and led to believe that the fighting was going on else- 
where. The ones who caught on quickly became the fatalities which any war 
must have in order to be credible* 

When the Korean War ended In 1953? John Foster Dulles realized that 
the right wing of his party would regard it as a sell-out* Accordingly, 
he arranged the deal that Alfons Ignobel had predicted, and on 3 January 
195^ the United States bought the "Indo-China" hoax from France at a cost 
of $100,000,000, cancellation of the French war debt, and the secret of the 
atomic bomb. Prime Minister Mendes-Franee announced a French withdrawal 
from Indo -China, and Aloys Ignobel moved to Washington. President Eisen- 
hower was never informed of the fraudulent character of "Indo -China" 5 the 
American end of the transaction was handled by Dulles and by Vice-President 
Nixon. President Kennedy was informed just after his election; Lyndon 
Johnson did not know this fact until March 1968, having gone through most 
of his period in office believing that there really is such a place as 
Vietnam. The State and Defense Department encouraged him in this belief, 
as it made his statements about "Vietnam" sound more sincere* "It's the 
only thing that could have done it, " Herman Kahn is said to have remarked 
once to Joseph Alsop. 

The small group of high-echelon American officials who knew the truth 
about "Vietnam" and the other non-existent nations of "Indo-China" used it 
much as Alfons Ignobel had In France. As needed to stimulate the American 
economy, to get surplus people and potential trouble-makers out of the way, 
and to give military contracts to big campaign contributors, the American 
"presence" in "Vietnam" was escalated. If an American politician or jour- 
nalist wished actually to visit "Vietnam", he was flown to an Island in the 
Pacific Trust Territory, where he was fed carefully prepared stories by 
people posing as soldiers or natives. Soldiers were sent to such places, 
or to a jungle region rented in the Philippines, and told that ey had 
rear-area assignments. These men were so glad to find themselves out of 
the front lines that they seldom questioned any discrepancies that devel- 
oped in the government r s story. A secret agreement was made with China 
whereby one Chinese province was completely evacuated, and American airmen 
were sent to bomb its deserted towns* The American government claimed that 
great damage was done to the "Vietnamese" from the air, while the Chinese 
were able to keep their people in line by pointing with horror to an attack 
on "a neighboring country" by Americans. 
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As time went by, various modifications were made in the original 
plan. The complaints about high casualty figures meant that men who dis- 
covered the truth were not shot, but simply drugged out of their' minds* 
In 1968 China 1 s increasing population- required more living space, and so 
the bombings; were stopped and the Chinese province, repopul&ted. *

ate' ;than^hi : s father ~J& original concept* . Thousands of employees ? housed 
-underground at Langley, Virginia, on prcperty generally believed to belong 
to thfe-CClA,: are . ■ churning out: . ;vast volumes about non-existent "Vietnamese** 
politicians^ generals, political parties and factions, religions, moun-> 
tain : tribes>. r customs, and. provinces;, even an artificial "Vietnamese 11 ". 
, language has' been created.,- 

• ': The few dangers ..of exposure have been neatly circumvented. George-" 
Romney once nearly got wise, : and even said he had been' "brainwashed" 
about Vietnam, but an Ignobel aide who was also a Mormon bishop carefully 
explained to him the effect that exposure would have on. Detroit's auto- 
industry,, and ...he ..has remained silent ever since. Lyndon Johnson did not 
discover the truth until:. March 1968, when he picked up the hot line to or- 
*der caviar from Russia and was accidentally cut into a conversation be- 
tween Henry Kissinger and- David Rockefeller. The latter's threat to fore- 
close his mortgage on the President's ranch forced Johnson to 'maintain 
silence and retire from' the presidency. Judicious Infiltration and subsi- 
dies has kept the peace movement from learning the truth. As far a/s is 
known, the only people In the peace..- movement who ever found out that there 
Is no ' such place as Vietnam were Martin Luther King, A. J. Muste, and Jo- 
seph Yablonskl. ' Just to pj-ay. safe* the same action as in these cases was 
taken when Robert Kennedy won the California primary and received a con- 
gratulatory phone' call from Yablonski*. 

However, to play safe the Pentagon has just released a series of do- 
cuments designed to ke.ep its ' Opposition seQure in the belief that Vietnam 
exists.

It is probably general knowledge by now that at one time I released into postal Dip- 
lomacy fandom a hoax named n Eric Blake". "Blake 11 , who operated out of a post office box 
in Queens , was t originally created as a rail drop where I could receive various conservative 
publications without tipping my identity, which is on record among them, (There are en- 
tries for me in both the Van Deman and Church League of America files of "subversives".) 
Later, I took out a membership in the NFFF under this name, and hacked into science-fiction 
fanzine letter columns a few views culled out of the conservative publications "Blake" was 
receiving* For "Blake" I created the persona of a retired engineer, age about 60, who had 
spent his active career on various construction sites in the tropics including a stint in 
the Seabees in World War II 9 He liked the works of Howard, Burroughs, and Lovecraft, liked 
Heinlein but with reservations, and had no use for Cabell, Bradbury, and any modern fiction 
without a clearly recognized "Hero" in the grand tradition. 

The story is probably well-known, about how I entered I964C both as Boardman and as 
Bl&ke, and after a long, tough struggle with James Goldman (who otherwise certainly would 
have been the winner) was the wipner as Boardman* (The game ran in Brobdingnag under its 
first two Gamesmasters, Dick Schulta and John I^cGallum*). Opinion on this ploy has ranged 
from. approval, as being in the back-stabbing tradition of the game, to disapproval as "un- 
ethical", mainly from: people whose etjiical standards are revealed by their support of the 
American invasion of Vietnam* While most Gamesmasters including myself now have house 
rules preventing this sort of thing, in those early days the "Eric Blake" hoax violated no 
rule of either the game of Diplomacy or its Gamesmasters* 

(Since then, there have been numerous situations where Player A simply sent in what- 
ever moves Player B wished him to* There is precedent for this in actual history; in World 
War I the Russian Empire played Blake to France's Boardman*) 

Rod Walker 1 s "Lenard Lakofka" hoax was considerably better constructed than "Eric 
Blake", and lasted longer* Although I am not certain on this point, there is probably an 
actual human being who if challenged could produce Social Security and other identification 
cards proving him to be Lenard Lakofka* However, as far as anything having to do with 
Diplomacy is concerned, "Lakofka" is Walker just as assuredly as "Blake" was Boardman. 
Walker was also more adroit in using a Chicago mail-drop for his hoaxj I just had to walk 
a few blocks down the street from my old Queens address, and into the next postal zone, in 
order to pick up "Blake* s" mail* 

Of course, it may be that "Lenard Lakofka" is a made-up name* There was $ Nobel Lau- 
reate physicist, a member of the Nazi Party, named Philipp Lenard* Walker knows very well 
that this name would press buttons with me, both professionally and politically* And in 
Yiddish, "kotschka" means "duck" while "nofka" means "whore" - their combination . as "la 
Kofka" carries implications both ludicrous and meretricious* 

Where Walker gave his hoax, away was in his attacks as "Lakofka" on the Diplomacy Asso- 
ciation* They so precisely echoed Walker ! s own effusions that there is no longer any point 
in pretending that "Lakofka" represents an entity separate from Walker* 

v Speaking of Brobdingnag . after evil days under its third Gamesmaster, Eduard HflUe, it 
has at last been revived, by Robert J* Ward, Apt* 7, 24,23 P Street, Sacramento, Calif. 95816* 
Ward offers to trade with all other Gamesmasters, and has set a tentative subscription rate 
of 10 issues for $1 pending clarification of the status of the Brobdingnag games* MEsr files 
lack issues 100 through 115* and will apparently continue to lack them, as HSlle seems to 
have vanished into thin air© 

At a time when an overwhelming majority of Americans have rejected the war with Viet-

One pf George Meany l s hacks in the 
AFL-CXO? Robert Welch? George Wallace? " ' - 

Hardly. The defense of the Vietnam War just, quoted was written by Tom Milstein, a 
member of i?he. Socialist Party, in thB-30 July 1971 issue of its official publication, New 
America .

People are still willing by a margin of 95%-2% to come to the aid of the United States it- 
self if it is attacked. Those who find an unpleasant contrast between the great enthusiasm 
for the Second World War aid the distaste for the Vietnamese War should note that World War 
II was the only time in American history when this country went to war because of a direct 
attack by a foreign power on American territory* Any future such attack would produce a 
similarly popular war. - v 

Now that these opinions are on record, what will happen? Absolutely nothing is .what. 
The history of the past decade proves that public opinion has- no influence whatsoever on 
the people who decide to make war c The peace movement may as well congratulate itself on 
its moral victory, because that is the only kind it is going to have. It is painfully ob- 
vious by now that this war is going to continue as long as there is an Asian to kill or a 
dollar to be made killing him. Prudent persons should adjust their behavior accordingly.

8. A Democratic presidential candidate refused to make public his personal finances* ■ 
but denied that he was being employed by industrialists who would prof it if his platform 
became law. He then went fishing,
